A  Larger  Sisterhood 


AS  every  Theta  knows,  the  first 
women  students  to  enroll  at 
Indiana  Asbury  College  faced 
hostility  from  nearly  every  side — from 
their  peers,  their  professors,  even  society 
as  a  whole.  When  Bettie  Locke,  Alice 
Allen,  Bettie  Tipton,  and  Hannah  Fitch 
founded  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in  1 870, 
they  sought  support,  camaraderie,  and 
understanding.  They  sought  something 
at  once  simple  and  sublime:  sisterhood. 

At  about  the  same  time,  other  young 
women  on  college  campuses  across  the 
country  were  seeking  the  same  thing 
and  were  banding  together  to  create 
their  own  groups.  Ironically,  although 
they  were  all  founded  in  the  spirit  of  sis¬ 
terhood,  there  was  very  little  sisterly 
feeling  between  these  fraternities.  In 
fact,  they  were  in  fierce  rivalry  with  one 
another.  According  to  Sixty  Years  in 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  “  ...  to  steal  each 
other’s  records,  to  ‘lift’  each  other’s 
members,  was  a  sport  of  college  life.”  In 
the  earliest  editions  of  fraternity  maga¬ 
zines,  including  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Magazine,  other  groups  were  always 
referred  to  as  rivals,  not  as  contempo¬ 
raries  or  other,  more  polite,  terms. 

The  first  attempt  to  bring  the  various 
fraternities  together  occurred  in  1883 
when  officers  of  several  groups  agreed 
to  convene  a  “Panhellenic  Council”  in 
Philadelphia  the  following  year.  Yet  it 
wasn’t  until  1891  that  delegates  from 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Kappa  Kappa 
Gamma,  Alpha  Phi,  Delta  Gamma, 
Gamma  Phi  Beta,  Delta  Delta  Delta, 
and  Pi  Beta  Phi  met  to  “  ...  discuss 
methods  for  the  betterment  of  fraternity 
conditions....”  And  although  a  congress 
of  fraternities  met  at  the  1893  World’s 
Fair,  another  nine  years  passed  before 
any  further  steps  were  taken  toward 
panhellenism. 

In  the  early  spring  of  1902,  a  group 
of  Chicago  Theta  alumnae  wrote  to  the 
grand  president  and  requested  authority 
to  call  a  convention  of  alumnae  dele¬ 


gates  from  each  women’s  fraternity. 
Grand  Council,  again  according  to  Sixty 
Years  in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  gave 
enthusiastic  consent.  Before  plans  for 
the  gathering  were  completed,  however. 
Theta  received  from  the  grand  president 
of  Alpha  Phi  an  invitation  to  participate 
in  just  such  a  meeting  in  Chicago. 

This  interfraternity  conference  had 
delegates  from  the  same  seven  women’s 
fraternities  that  had  sent  delegates  to 
the  Boston  meeting  1 1  years  before. 

The  conference  discussed  rushing  trou¬ 
bles  and  finally  recommended  a  late 
pledge  day,  written  invitations  to  mem¬ 
bership,  and  privacy  for  all  initiation 
ceremonies.  It  also  attempted  to  define 
rushing  and  arranged  for  another  con¬ 
ference  to  be  held  a  year  later. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  that  we  know  as  the  National 
Panhellenic  Conference  (NPC). 

Today,  NPC  is  a  conference  body 
representing  26  national/international 
women’s  fraternities  and  sororities. 
Across  the  US  and  Canada,  these  mem¬ 
ber  groups  comprise  2,920  college 
chapters  and  1 8  colonies  on  approxi¬ 
mately  620  college  campuses,  as  well 
as  5,526  alumnae  associations.  The 
total  initiated  membership  of  NPC  is 
more  than  three  million  women;  of 
these,  the  estimated  undergraduate 
membership  is  300,000. 

Each  of  the  26  member  fraternities  is 
represented  in  NPC  by  a  delegate  and 
three  alternate  delegates.  These  women 
work  in  assigned  committees  to  accom¬ 
plish  the  business  and  further  the  pro¬ 
jects  of  the  conference. 

Many  college  women  think  NPC  is 
simply  the  organization  that  regulates 
rush.  Many  alumnae  have  forgotten 
exactly  what  NPC  is  and  what  it  does. 
Yet  for  the  next  two  years.  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  will  play  a  vital  role  in  this 
conference  that  represents  the  women 
of  the  Greek  world.  This  month,  former 
Grand  President  Lissa  Luton  Bradford,

chairmanship  of  NPC  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  Norfolk,  Va. 

Susan  Stephan  Holloway,  Gamma  Pi/ 
Iowa  State,  interviewed  Bradford  by  tele¬ 
phone  at  her  home  in  Nashville,  Term.

Brief  profiles  of  Theta’s  alternate 
NPC  delegates  begin  on  page  19.  And  our 
Panhellenic  spirit  is  further  revealed 
through  an  article  on  scholastic  integrity 
by  Beth  Kersten  Saul,  Alpha  Epsilon  Phi, 
and  a  report  on  a  research  report  commis¬ 
sioned  by  NPC  and  the  National 
Interfratemity  Conference  (NIC). 

This  issue  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Magazine  also  contains  the  de  facto 
debut  of  our  newest  regular  feature,  the 
alumnae-at-large  page.  In  “My  Life  on 
Wild  Pig  Ridge,”  Theta-at-Large 
Patricia  Anderson,  Beta  lota/Colorado, 
shares  her  experiences  living  in  a 
remote  area  of  California.  And  medical 
student  Kristen  A.  Carter,  Beta 
Xi/UCLA,  offers  some  thought-provok¬ 
ing  information  about  hormone-replace¬ 
ment  therapy  on  page  32. 

I  know  that  I  don’t  often  think  about 
NPC  and  its  relationship  with  Theta.  Yet 
the  panhellenic  movement  has  played  a 
large  role  in  my  life  and,  I  suspect,  in  the 
lives  of  many  other  Thetas.  Theta  has 
given  me  congenial  coworkers  and  dear 
friends.  At  the  same  time,  women  from 
other  Greek  groups  are  very  important  in 
my  life.  My  mother  is  a  Tri-Delt.  My 
mother-in-law  is  a  Phi  Mu.  My  oldest 
friend  (We  met  in  first  grade.)  is  an 
Alpha  Chi.  And  I  have  other  friends  who 
are  members  of  Kappa,  Pi  Phi,  and  Chi 
Omega.  It  is  both  a  pleasure  and  a  privi¬ 
lege  to  be  a  part  of  this  larger  panhel¬ 
lenic  sisterhood.

In  the  Summer  1996  issue  of  The 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine,  we 
announced  the  opening  of  the  Zeta 
Chi  Chapter  at  Johns  Hopkins.  In  the  past 
several  years,  we  have  also  opened  new 
chapters  at  Pepperdine,  University  of 
Texas  at  Dallas,  Delaware,  Ohio 
Northern,  and  Harvard. 

We  often  receive  ques¬ 
tions  about  how  campus¬ 
es  are  selected  for  new 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
chapters.  The 
Fraternity  opens 
chapters  on  cam¬ 
puses  with  high 
academic  stan¬ 
dards  and  seeks  a 
broad  geographic 
representation.  The 
interest  and  location  of  our 
alumnae  members  are  also 
factors  in  campus  consideration. 

The  presence  of  a  nearby  college 
chapter  stimulates  and  enhances  the 
alumnae  fraternity  experience. 

Young  women  in  the  1990s  have  the 
same  basic  needs  and  desires  as  our 
Founders  127  years  ago.  However, 
many  of  these  women  are  looking 
beyond  the  immediate  benefits  of 
Fraternity  membership.  Today’s  prag¬ 
matic  young  women  are  also  looking 
ahead  to  potential  alumnae  friendships 
and  social  and  career  connections.  They 
are  anticipating  a  mobile  society  with 
probable  relocation  from  job  to  job  and 
city  to  city. 

Historically,  colonization  has  been  a 
mystery  for  most  Thetas.  Following  are 
answers  to  commonly  asked  questions. 

Q  What  do  the  terms  extension, 

COLONIZATION,  AND  RECOLONIZATION 
MEAN? 

A  Extension  is  the  process  of  adding 
more  chapters  to  the  Fraternity’s  roll.  A 
charter  is  extended  to  a  colony  of  new 
members. 

Colonization  is  the  method  by  which

a  new  Theta  chapter  is  established  on  a 
campus.  A  newly  colonized  chapter 
assumes  the  next  available  chapter 
name;  for  instance,  Zeta  Psi  will  be  the 
name  of  our  next  new  chapter.  Every 
chapter,  active  or  disestablished, 
retains  the  chapter’s  name. 

Recolonization  is  the 
reestablishment  of  a  Theta 
chapter  (with  its  original 
chapter  name)  on  a 
campus  where  the 
original  chapter 
left  the  cam¬ 
pus. 

Q  Which 
Fraternity  offi¬ 
cers  AND  STAFF 
MEMBERS  ARE  RESPON¬ 
SIBLE  FOR  COLONIZA- 
)NS? 

A  Vice-President  Development 
Kathy  Tonkel  and  her  committee, 
Carol  Larsen,  director  of  extension, 
and  Marilyn  Huseby,  director  of  special 
projects,  manage  colonization  for 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  Carol  McLaughlin, 
assistant  director  of  chapter  services, 
provides  professional  staff  assistance. 

Q  Who  decides  where  we  colonize? 
A  The  Development  Committee  gath¬ 
ers  information,  reviews  and  assesses 
colonization  opportunities,  and  makes 
committee  recommendations  to  Grand 
Council.  Grand  Council  has  final 
approval  over  the  selection  of  coloniza¬ 
tion  sites  for  the  Fraternity. 

Q  What  is  the  criteria  for  select¬ 
ing  A  campus  for  colonization? 

A  The  Development  Committee  has 
developed  a  comprehensive  and  objec¬ 
tive  criteria-based  process  for  evaluating 
each  opportunity.  The  most  important 
factor  is  academic  standing.  Other  crite¬ 
ria  include  geographic  location  of  the 
campus,  student  population,  existence 
or  non-existence  of  sororities  on  cam¬ 
pus,  the  availability  of  local  alumnae 
support  for  advisory  boards  and  facility 
corporations,  demographics,  and  the 
potential  for  success. 

Q  How  OFTEN  DO  WE  SAY  NO? 

A  Unfortunately,  we  receive  many 


more  invitations  than  we  can  accept.  In 
recent  years,  the  Fraternity  has  colo¬ 
nized  on  one  or  two  campuses  annually. 
We  do,  however,  consider  every  invita¬ 
tion  carefully  and  make  an  effort  to 
select  those  opportunities  that  are  cur¬ 
rently  consistent  with  our  criteria  and 
resources. 

Q  What  support  does  a  new 

COLONY  RECEIVE? 

A  Theta  has  a  long  tradition  of  provid¬ 
ing  extensive  support  to  new  colonies. 
We  have  never  lost  a  colony  throughout 
our  127-year  history!  An  educational 
leadership  consultant  is  based  on  cam¬ 
pus  with  a  new  chapter  for  one  year.  In 
addition,  other  ELCs  and  program  spe¬ 
cialists  make  special  visits  to  the  new 
chapter.  A  local  advisory  board  and  a 
local  facility  board  (for  both  housed  and 
unhoused  chapters)  are  established  for 
every  new  colony.  Special  Fraternity 
assistance  is  provided  in  welcoming  the 
new  chapter  with  participation  in 
Conventions,  leadership  conferences, 
and  other  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  events. 

Q  What  can  I  do  if  I  have  a  special 

INTEREST  IN  HAVING  KaPPA  AlPHA 

Theta  on  a  campus? 

A  NPC  guidelines  provide  for  orderly 
extension  procedures.  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  may  express  an  interest  in  colo¬ 
nization  by  writing  to  the  college  or 
university.  However,  no  contact  with 
students  may  be  initiated  by  the 
Fraternity  unless  the  campus  is  official¬ 
ly  open  for  extension. 

Alumnae  opinions  and  input  are 
always  appreciated  and  help  us  respond 
when  opportunities  arise.  When  a  local 
sorority  or  group  of  women  expresses 
interest  in  affiliating  with  an  NPC 
group,  we  can  respond  quickly  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  NPC  guidelines. 

You  may  advise  the  Fraternity  of 
your  interest,  and  your  recommenda¬ 
tions  will  be  carefully  considered.  You 
may  contact  Carol  McLaughlin  (1-888- 
526-1870,  ext.

Q  Can  xn  daucjhter  start  a  chapter 
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ON  HER  CAMPUS?  WhAT  SHOULD  SHE  DO? 
A  Each  campus  situation  is  different. 
You  should  contact  Theta  on  her  behalf, 
and  we  will  advise  you  about  what  is 
appropriate  within  NPC  guidelines. 

Q  Why  isn’t  Theta  at  the  college 

THAT  MY  DAUGHTER  AND  ALL  OF  HER 
FRIENDS  ARE  PLANNING  TO  ATTEND? 

A  This  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer. 
It  may  be  that  we  were  never  invited.  It 
may  be  that  we  were  unable  to  extend  at 
the  time  her  college  was  offering  exten¬ 
sion  opportunities.  However,  you  may 
advise  us  of  the  colleges  and  universities 
we  should  be  considering  by  completing 
the  questionnaire  following  this  article. 

Q  How  DOES  A  LOCAL  SORORITY 
BECOME  A  Theta  chapter? 

A  Theta  does  accept  local  sororities  as 
colonies.  However,  the  process  differs 
depending  on  the  local  situation.  Again, 
we  follow  NPC  guidelines. 

Q  What  does  NPC  have  to  do  with 

COLONIZATION  PROCESSES? 

A  In  order  to  assure  fair  and  orderly 
extension  procedures,  guidelines  have 
been  established  and  agreed  upon  by  all 
NPC  sororities.  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
carefully  follows  those  guidelines  and 
cooperates  fully  with  both  the  local  col¬ 
lege  administration  and  NPC. 

Q  How  ARE  NEW  MEMBERS  CHOSEN 
FOR  A  COLONY? 

A  Colony  new  members  may  be  mem¬ 
bers  of  a  local  sorority  seeking  interna¬ 
tional  affiliation,  or  new  members  may  be 
selected  by  a  Fraternity  team  of  officers 
participating  in  a  recruitment  effort  on  a 
campus.  Sometimes  Theta  is  the  only 


group  colonizing  on  a  campus;  sometimes 
Theta  participates  in  a  multiple  coloniza¬ 
tion  in  concert  with  other  NPC  groups. 

Q  Why  do  we  colonize  new  chap¬ 
ters  WHEN  WE  HAVE  SOME  OTHER 
CHAPTERS  CLOSING? 

A  Fortunately,  the  number  of  closed 
chapters  is  minimal.  It  is  important  to 
know  that  the  Fraternity  is  continually 
monitoring  for  opportunities  to  reestab¬ 
lish  closed  chapters.  It  is  also  important 
to  remember  that  we  must  wait  for  an 
invitation  from  the  college  or  university 
to  reestablish  a  chapter.  In  the  interim, 
there  continue  to  be  wonderful  coloniza¬ 
tion  opportunities. 

Q  Do  WE  EVER  HAVE  A  CHANCE  TO 
REESTABLISH  A  CLOSED  CHAPTER? 

A  Yes,  and  we  have  done  so.  However, 
this  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  campus 
situation.  According  to  NPC  guidelines, 
the  invitation  for  recolonization  must 
come  from  the  Panhellenic. 

Q  How  DOES  THE  FRATERNITY  KNOW 
WHAT  THE  GENERAL  MEMBERSHIP 
THINKS  WHEN  WE  CONSIDER  AN  EXTEN¬ 
SION  OPPORTUNITY? 

A  We  ask!  When  we  receive  an 
inquiry,  we  poll  our  Fraternity  officers. 

If  a  campus  situation  appears  promising, 
we  will  contact  local  alumnae  within  a 
60-mile  radius.  The  purpose  of  that 
communication  is  to  determine  the  level 
of  local  interest  and  commitment  to  sup¬ 
porting  a  new  chapter.  Local  area  alum¬ 
nae  chapters  and  clubs  are  contacted  to 
provide  input.  Finally,  we  are  asking 
you  to  share  your  opinions  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  questionnaire,  and  we  will  use 
them  as  a  future  reference. 


Q  How  IMPORTANT  ARE  ALUMNAE  IN 
ESTABLISHING  A  NEW  CHAPTER? 

A  Fxtremely  important. 

We  need  local  support  for  a  new 
chapter:  We  need  advisers,  facility  board 
members,  mentors,  big  sisters,  alumnae 
chapter  and  club  support,  and  assistance 
with  chapter  installation  and  new  mem¬ 
ber  initiations. 

We  need  you! 

Q  What  happens  if  there  are  not 
ENOUGH  Theta  alumnae  in  the  area 

OF  A  NEW  CHAPTER? 

A  Our  laws  allow  for  the  initiation  of 
non-affi Hated  college  women  who  are 
interested  in  serving  a  local  chapter  as 
advisers  and  supporters.  On  occasion, 
Theta  has  used  this  alternative  successful¬ 
ly  in  order  to  assist  a  new  chapter. 

Q  When  a  local  sorority  becomes 
A  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  chapter,  what

Just  a  few  years  ago,  only 
a  smattering  of  people  in 
government  and  educa¬ 
tion  had  even  heard  of  the 
World  Wide  Web  or  the 
Internet.  Today  the  Web  is  an 
inescapable  part  of  everyday 
life.  And  there  are  those  who 
believe  that  it  will  do  every¬ 
thing  from  revolutionizing 
communications  to  helping 
users  cure  the  common  cold. 

As  a  Fraternity  of  Firsts, 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  lost  no 
time  in  becoming  part  of  this 
exploding  technology.  Our 
website,  www.thetahq.org, 
has  been  on-line  since 
August  1996.  In  addition, 
many  of  our  alumnae  groups 
and  college  chapters  have 
their  own  sites. 

This  is  the  first  edition  of  a 
new  regular  feature  of  The 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine. 

“Site  to  See”  will  help  members  keep  up-to-date,  not  just  with  our  site, 
but  also  with  broader  Internet  issues. 

In  this  first  “Site  to  See,”  we  offer  a  series  of  website  guidelines  that 
are  designed  to  help  our  chapters  and  clubs  create  and  maintain  their 
own  sites.  In  the  future,  we  also  plan  to  offer  a  lemplate”  that  may  be 
used  as  a  framework  for  Theta  sites. 

Why  Is  It  Necessary  for  Chapters  to  Adhere 
TO  Fraternity  Website  Guidelines? 

These  guidelines  were  developed  to  help  each  chapter  ensure  that  its 
image  is  in  line  with  the  ideals  and  standards  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and 
to  ensure  a  positive  image  of  the  chapter’s  location  (college,  university,  or 
community).  By  asking  chapters  to  follow  its  guidelines,  the  Fraternity  can 
better  ensure  a  consistent  image;  help  chapters  adhere  to  Fraternity  poli¬ 
cies  regarding  publicity  and  the  printed  word;  and  help  chapters  abide  by 
campus  Panhellenic  rules,  university  policies,  and  all  applicable  laws  (fed¬ 
eral,  state,  provincial,  and  local). 

Appropriateness  of  website  content  is  the  responsibility  of  the  individ¬ 
ual  chapter  or  club,  but  it  will  be  monitored  by  the  Fraternity  on  a  regular 
basis  and  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Fraternity. 

Website  Set-Up  Requirements 

For  the  protection  of  each  chapter  and  its  members,  all  agreements 
and  contracts  with  private  website  designers  or  providers  should  be 
reviewed  by  an  attorney  before  they  are  signed. 

Each  website  should  be  registered  with  the  Fraternity  (contact 
info@thetahq.org  with  the  address)  prior  to  the  site’s  activation. 

Website  Content  Suggestions 

Before  creating  a  site,  it  is  important  to  understand  your  goals  in  wanting 
one.  A  website  provides  an  opportunity  for  you  to  educate  potential  members 
and  others  about  your  Fraternity  and  your  chapter.  You  may  want  to  include, 
for  example,  general  information  about  Theta,  lists  of  chapter  or  Fraternity 
events,  a  history  of  your  chapter  or  facility,  and  lists  of  famous  Thetas  from 
your  own  and  other  chapters.  Other  ideas  include  publicizing  scholarship  win¬ 
ners  from  your  chapter,  your  service  projects,  and  your  campus  involvement. 


On  your  chapter’s  or  club’s 
site,  you  are  encouraged  to 
include  E-mail  addresses  that 
will  allow  visitors  to  submit 
comments,  questions,  and 
suggestions.  You  will  want  to 
provide  regular  updates,  not 
only  to  keep  your  site  inter¬ 
esting,  but  also  to  make  sure 
that  all  information  is  timely 
and  correct. 

You  are  urged  to  provide 
links  to  the  Fraternity’s  site 
(www.thetahq.org).  National 
CASA  (www.nationalcasa.org/ 
support.htm),  other  philan¬ 
thropic  organizations  with 
which  you  are  involved,  and 
other  Theta  chapters  and 
clubs.  College  chapters  are 
encouraged  to  link  with  their 
university  or  college.  You  may 
want  to  provide  links  to  other 
Greek  organizations,  but  only 
if  they  meet  the  guidelines  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta.  Specifically,  chapters  or  clubs  should  not  link  with 
other  Greek  organizations  whose  sites  depict  alcohol,  paddles,  or  inap¬ 
propriate  behavior. 

Website  Content  Prohibitions 

No  product  endorsements  or  other  personal/commercial  advertise¬ 
ments  may  be  included  on  a  Theta  site  unless  they  have  been  approved 
by  the  Fraternity.  Requests  may  be  submitted  to  Fraternity  Headquarters. 

To  protect  privacy  and  safety,  personal  information  about  members, 
including  names,  addresses,  and  phone  numbers,  may  not  be  posted  on 
the  site  without  the  members’  written  consent. 

Copyrighted  material  from  other  sources  or  trademarks  owned  by 
third  parties  cannot  be  used  without  authorization  from  the  copyright  or 
trademark  owner. 

Information  about  Fraternity  ritual,  including  photographs  of  parapher¬ 
nalia;  chapter  composites;  specifics  regarding  time  and  location  of  chapter 
events;  and  chapter  house/facility  address  and  phone  number  may  not  be 
included  on  a  Theta  site. 

Confidential  Fraternity,  internal  association,  or  chapter  matters  may 
not  be  addressed  on  the  website. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  electronic  “chain  letters”  not  be  post¬ 
ed  on  a  Theta  site  or  forwarded  by  E-mail.  Many  such  letters  are  vehicles 
for  computer  viruses. 

Remember,  information  published  on  the  Internet  is  not  confidential 
and  may  be  accessed  by  anyone.  Keep  the  material  in  good  taste,  and 
make  sure  it  represents  your  chapter  or  club  and  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  well.

Lifetime 


For  Theta  and 
the  Greek  World, 
Lissa  Luton  Bradfoixl 
Is  Making  a  Difference 


In  the  year  ahead,  Lissa  Luton 
Bradford,  Alpha  EtaA^anderbilt, 
is  looking  forward  to  a  sixtieth 
birthday  trip  with  longtime 
friends,  visits  to  grandchildren, 
and  some  golfing,  but  she’s  not 
exactly  planning  to  kick  back.  In 
fact,  the  former  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  grand  president  is  gearing 
up  to  make  Theta  history. 

When  Bradford  began  her  two- 
year  term  as  chairman  of  the 
National  Panhellenic  Conference 
(NPC)  this  month,  it  marked  only 
the  third  time  Theta  has  served  in 
that  capacity.*  Because  NPC  exec¬ 
utive  offices  are  held  by  represen¬ 
tatives  of  its  26  member  groups  on 
a  rotating  basis,  it  has  been  nearly 
fifty  years  since  Theta  last  held 
the  chairmanship. 

For  Bradford,  as  well  as  for 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  it’s  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  a  lifetime. 

“I’ve  spent  a  lot  of  time  learn¬ 
ing  and  gathering  experience 
through  Theta  and  NPC.  This  is  an 
opportunity  to  put  it  all  together  to 
influence  the  organization  that 
means  so  much  to  me,”  says 
Bradford.  “It's  also  Theta’s  turn  to 
take  a  leadership  role,  to  advance 
NPC  and  help  make  it  better  than 
it  was  when  it  was  given  to  us.” 

Now,  in  addition  to  represent¬ 
ing  the  Fraternity,  Bradford  will 
be  representing  “the  women’s  half 
of  the  Greek  world.”  This  involves 
visiting  and  speaking  at  campuses; 
interacting  with  college  and  alum¬ 
nae  Panhellenics,  as  well  as  uni¬ 
versity  administrators;  dealing 
with  hot  issues,  such  as  substance- 
free  fraternity  housing;  and  acting 
as  spokesperson  for  the 
Conference  membership.  “If  the 
media  wants  to  know  what  na¬ 
tional  sorority  opinion  is,  they  call 
the  chairman  of  NPC,”  explains 
Bradford.  “Til  be  on  call  to  relate 
to  others — mostly  nonmembers — 
what  national  women’s  fraternities 
are  all  about.” 

That  is  a  task  dear  to  Bradford, 
reflecting  her  long-held  passion 
for  the  value  of  the  Greek  experi-

ence.  “I  have  a  strong  belief  that 
our  organizations  are  very  worth¬ 
while  and  that  no  other  kinds  of  ' 
organizations  can  do  quite  what 
we  do  in  providing  a  real  feeling 
of  caring  about  people.  I  believe 
with  all  my  heart  that  our  reason 
for  being  is  very  important.” 

Bradford’s  genuine  enthusiasm 
springs  from  her  own  experiences, 
and  began  when  she  was  a  colle¬ 
giate  member  of  Alpha  Fta  Chapter 
at  Vanderbilt  University.  After 
graduating  Phi  Beta  Kappa  in  1959, 
Bradford  moved  from  teaching  to 
mamage  and  family  (husband  Bill 
and  daughters  Lissa  and  Lil),  and 
her  volunteer  career  thrived.  Theta 
became  the  primary  beneficiary  of 
her  time  and  talent  at  the  local, 
regional,  and  national  levels. 

As  a  member  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta’s  Grand  Council  during  the 
1970s,  Bradford  traveled  frequent¬ 
ly  with  then-NPC-delegate  Ellen 
Bowers  Hofstead,  another  former 
Theta  grand  president  from 
Nashville,  who  helped  her  begin 
to  develop  an  appreciation  for  the 
Conference.  “Ellen  was  my  men¬ 
tor,”  Bradford  says.  “Through  her, 
I  began  to  understand  what  NPC 
was  all  about  even  before  I 
became  involved. 

“One  thing  I  learned  is  that 
almost  every  one  of  the  26  mem¬ 
ber  groups  has  its  Ellen  Hofsteads, 
outstanding  women  who  come  to 
NPC  and  stay  and  really  embellish 
the  organization  through  their 
leadership.  You  sit  at  the  feet  of 
these  women  who  have  lived 
these  experiences  and  you  learn, 
and  you  don't  care  what  their 
badges  look  like.” 

When  Bradford  became  grand 
president  in  1980,  her  first  NPC 
service  gave  her  the  opportunity 
to  fully  comprehend  the  breadth 
of  the  Greek  experience  and  the 
opportunities  to  have  a  larger 
impact.  “When  I  got  together  with 
the  other  national  presidents,  we 
realized  that  we  all  had  the  same 
kind  of  dreams  for  our  own  or¬ 
ganizations.  It  was  like  light  bulbs 
going  off  in  our  heads  as  we  real¬ 
ized  how  much  we  could  accom¬ 
plish  by  sharing.” 

Sharing  is  a  theme  that 
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Bradford  plans  to  carry  through¬ 
out  her  term  as  chairman.  She 
believes  that  sharing  commitment 
and  supporting  decisions  is  the 
basis  for  NPC's  effectiveness. 
“The  NPC  structure  provides  an 
effective  way  for  leaders  of 
women’s  fraternities  to  take  uni¬ 
fied  positions  and  take  action.  Our 
network  enables  each  group  to 
channel  decisions  through  its 
organization  and  implement  it  on 
college  campuses.  Whether  it’s 
no-frills  rush  or  substance-free 
housing,  we  can  get  things  done. 
NPC  doesn't  have  standards  other 
than  unanimous  agreements,  but 
there’s  an  expectation  that  mem¬ 
bers  will  rise  to  the  occasion,  to 
do  their  best  and  support  each 
other.  It’s  not  about  rules  and  reg¬ 
ulations,  but  respect.” 

Raising  the  standards  of  all 
member  groups  has  continued  to 
be  one  of  the  95-year-old 
Conference’s  “reasons  for  being,” 
even  while  much  else  about  the 
Greek  system  has  changed.  “The 
biggest  change  I've  seen,  of 
course,  was  in  the  '60s  and  ’70s 
when  there  was  a  demand  for 
independence  from  students  and 
the  giving  up  of  in  loco  parentis 
by  schools,”  says  Bradford. 

“That’s  when  Greek  groups  need¬ 
ed  to  be  much  more  involved, 
with  alumni  taking  leadership 
roles.  Women’s  groups  understood 
this  and  still  do.  After  a  period  in 
the  ’80s  when  the  big  issue  was 
Whose  chapters  are  they,  the 
schools  ’  or  the  national  organiza¬ 
tions'?,  there  has  developed  an 
acceptance  that  the  chapters 
belong  to  both.  They  are  the 
schools’  students  and  the  organi¬ 
zations'  members,  and  each  cares 
about  them.” 

As  institutions  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion  once  again  seek  more  student 
involvement,  Bradford  says  it  is 
an  appropriate  time  for  Greek 
groups  to  take  the  lead.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  she  explains,  “Many  cam¬ 
puses  now  are  requiring  students  to 
be  involved  in  community  service. 
Greek  organizations  have  always 
asked  this  of  their  members.” 
Bradford  believes  that  NPC  has 
been  successful  in  taking  a  more 


aggressive  approach,  noting  that 
through  NPC,  the  national 
women’s  fraternity  presidents 
recently  agreed  on  a  standards 
document,  which  provides  leader¬ 
ship  in  fulfilling  missions  that  are 
compatible  with  universities. 

The  beginning  of  a  new  rotation 
of  executive  officers  has  provided 
added  momentum  to  NPC’s  more 
assertive  efforts  and  Bradford  is 
eager  to  persist  with  the  work  of 
her  predecessor,  Jean  Scott  of  Pi 
Beta  Phi.  “I  want  to  continue  to 
advance,  rather  than  react.  We’ve 
moved  forward  tremendously  in 
the  area  of  promoting  the  positive 
aspects  of  women’s  fraternities.” 

Bradford  is  pleased  to  dissemi¬ 
nate  the  good  news  about  Greeks 
that  has  come  from  an  indepen¬ 
dent  research  project,  initiated  by 
a  collaboration  between  NPC  and 
NIC  (National  Interfraternity 
Conference).  Results  collected 
from  members  of  men’s  and 
women’s  fraternities  by  the  Center 
for  Advanced  Social  Research  at 
the  University  of  Missouri  indi¬ 
cate  that  Greek  organizations 
develop  men  and  women  who 
have  social  capital,  something  that 
may  be  of  particular  interest  to 
colleges  and  universities.  Says 
Bradford,  “We  do  better  than  any¬ 
one  else  in  training  young  men 
and  women  to  be  active  in  their 
communities,  to  give  of  their 
means,  both  financial  and  volun¬ 
teer,  and  to  support  community 
and  religious  agencies,  as  well  as 
their  alma  maters.” 

Universities,  individual  men’s 
fraternities,  and  the  NPC  groups 
also  are  cooperating  in  another 
positive  effort,  a  task  force  on 
substance-free  housing,  which 
Bradford  says  may  be  a  “saving 
grace”  of  the  Greek  system.  A 
number  of  college  campuses  are 
now  dry  or  moving  in  that  direc¬ 
tion,  and  several  fraternities  have 
announced  that  some  chapter 
houses  are  substance-free,  while 
offering  incentives  for  others  to 
follow  suit.  This  fall,  an  NPC 
resolution  to  encourage  women  to 
support  substance-free  efforts  will 
be  proposed.  “If  the  women  sup¬ 
port  it,  it  will  work,”  says

Bradford,  stressing  the  importance 
of  achieving  that  success.  “If 
Greek  organizations  become  what 
some  students  unfortunately  see 
them  as — drinking  clubs — then 
we  are  irrelevant.  We  must  pro¬ 
mote  the  positive  values  for 
which  we  have  always  stood.” 

Bradford  acknowledges  the 
challenge  of  leading  an  organi¬ 
zation  that  represents  more  than 
three  million  women  on  more 
than  600  campuses.  “It  can  be 
very  frustrating  when  what 
you’re  trying  to  accomplish  is 
misunderstood  or  misinterpret¬ 
ed  or  misrepresented,  whether 
by  a  new  college  member  who 
doesn’t  understand  that  ‘a  lit¬ 
tle  hazing’  can  hurt  the  whole 
system,  or  by  the  media, 
which  is  bound  and  deter¬ 
mined  to  print  the  negative.” 

To  help  provide  a  more 
balanced  view,  NPC  is  in 
the  process  of  developing  a 
database  of  individual 
members  who  work  in  the 
media.  They  will  be  provided 
regularly  with  statistics  about  the 
Greek  system.  “There  is  lots  of 
important,  interesting,  and  positive 
information  about  the  Greek  expe¬ 
rience.  The  total  number  of  schol¬ 
arships,  the  amount  of  money 
given  to  service  organizations  and 
philanthropies,  and  the  number  of 
hours  volunteered  on  campuses  is 
really  pretty  staggering,”  says 
Bradford. 

She  also  applauds  programs 
such  as  Something  of  Value,  a  val- 
ues-based  risk  management  pro¬ 
gram  coordinated  by  NPC  staff  and 
delegates.  Something  of  Value 
helps  chapter  representatives  on 
college  campuses  learn  how  to  face 
high-risk  situations  and  make  deci¬ 
sions  based  on  their  own  personal 
values,  as  well  as  on  the  values  of 
their  organizations.  “Women's 
organizations  are  founded  on  such 
timeless  virtues  that  they  plug  into 
any  era,  regardless  of  changing 
times  and  styles.  Friendship  and 
sisterhood  and  the  need  for  support 
never  go  out  of  style.” 

Volunteer  support,  as  well  as 
financial  contributions — such  as 
Theta’s  $10,000  gift  made  in  1994 


in  honor  of  Bradford  and  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta’s  NPC  chairmanship — 
help  make  NPC  work  possible. 
Bradford  encourages  Thetas,  as 
well  as  other  Greek  members,  to 
continue  to  contribute  by  getting 
involved  in  Panhellenic  work  and 
by  contacting  her  with  suggestions 
and  ideas.  “NPC  is  not  just  anoth¬ 
er  group.  It  is  you  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  26  women’s  fraternities 
of  which  it  is  made.  We’re  all  in 
this  together.” 

Knowing  she  has  the  support  of 
sisterhood  “through  thick  and 
thin”  will  help  as  Bradford  works 
to  fulfill  her  goals  as  NPC  chair¬ 
man  and  maintain  a  schedule  that 
she  admits  will  be  a  little  like  two 
full-time  jobs.  “I  just  have  to  find 
those  hours  and  know  that  my  day 
doesn’t  end  until  after  midnight,” 
she  confides  with  characteristic 
determination.  “I’m  not  going  to 
give  up  golf  and,  of  course,  the 
grandchildren  always  come  first.” 

Family,  lifelong  friends  from 
Nashville,  and  “extraordinarily 
wonderful”  Theta  and  NPC  rela¬ 
tionships  provide  Bradford  not 
only  with  sustenance,  but  also 
inspiration.  “I  feel  so  richly 
blessed  to  have  all  those  sources 
of  strength.  And  1  do  feel  a  terrific 
obligation.  I  am  grateful  to  have  a 
chance  that  few  others  will  ever 
have.  I  don't  want  to  look  back 
and  say  I  didn’t  do  everything  I 
could  do  with  this  opportunity.”  ■

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Thetas  Are  Enthusiastic  About  NPC  Involvement 


AS  chairman  of  the  National 

Panhellenic  Conference,  Lissa 
Luton  Bradford,  Alpha 
EtaA^anderbilt,  is  Theta’s  most  visible 
NPC  delegate.  Yet  there  are  three  other 
women  who  also  represent  Theta  in 
NPC  by  serving  as  alternate  delegates. 
Each  believes  strongly  in  the  collabora¬ 
tion  that  is  the  heart  of  NPC,  and  each  is 
committed  to  working  toward  solutions 
to  the  problems  faced  by  the  Greek 
community. 

Norma  Anderson  Jorgensen,  Gamma 
Zeta/Connecticut,  is  first  alternate  NPC 
delegate.  Jorgensen  has  a  broad  and  rich 
history  of  involvement  with  both  the 
Fraternity  and  the  Foundation,  as  well 
as  with  NPC. 

Her  devotion  to  Theta  began  when 
she  was  an  undergraduate  at  the 
University  of  Connecticut.  She  was 
instrumental  in  guiding  a  local  group  of 
women  toward  becoming  the  Gamma 
Zeta  Chapter  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in 
1942.  Not  only  did  she  play  an  important 
role  in  the  opening  of  the  Gamma  Zeta 
chapter,  but  she  also  served  as  the  chap¬ 
ter's  first  president,  treasurer,  and  editor. 

Jorgensen's  involvement  with  Theta 
continued  after  graduation.  She  served 
as  a  college  district  president  from 
1955-58,  was  a  member-at-large  of 
Grand  Council  from  1958-62,  served  as 
grand  vice-president  alumnae  from 
1 962-66,  and  ultimately  served  as  grand 
president  from  1968-72. 

Jorgensen  says  that  the  highlight  of 
her  Theta  career  came  during  her  term 
as  grand  president.  “My  favorite  Theta 
memory  is  Theta's  centennial  conven¬ 
tion  in  1970,”  Jorgensen  recalls.  “I  wit¬ 
nessed  great  pride  and  hope  for  the 
future  at  a  time  when  the  Greek  commu¬ 
nity  was  suffering.” 

While  serving  on  Grand  Council, 
Jorgensen  was  enlisted  to  help  prepare 
the  groundwork  for  a  tax-exempt  foun¬ 
dation  to  become  the  philanthropic  arm 
of  the  Fraternity.  She  served  on  the  orig¬ 
inal  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation 
Research  Committee.  The  Foundation 
idea  was  presented  at  Grand  Convention 
in  1 960,  and  soon  after,  the  Foundation 
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became  a  reality.  Jorgensen  served  on 
the  first  Foundation  Board  from  1961- 
64,  and  she  was  an  ex-officio  member 
during  her  term  as  Grand  Council  presi¬ 
dent. 

In  additon  to  her  Theta  involvement, 
Jorgensen  also  has  a  long  history  of  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  National  Panhellenic 
Conference.  Before  serving  as  first 
alternate  delegate,  she  served  as  Theta's 
NPC  delegate  from  1977-88. 

Currently,  Jorgensen  believes,  the 
most  important  initiative  of  NPC  is 
coordinating  programming  efforts  to 
better  serve  both  Greek  women  and  col¬ 
lege  campuses.  “NPC-member  groups 
are  living  up  to  their  standards,  but 
Greek  men  still  have  a  long  way  to  go. 
Because  Greek  women  and  men  are 
classified  together,  I  fear  that  until  the 
men  make  an  effort  to  improve  their 
image,  the  Greek  system  will  continue 
to  face  harsh  criticism.” 

As  first  alternate  delegate,  Jorgensen 
assists  the  delegate  in  any  way  possible 
and  serves  on  NPC  committees. 
Currently,  she  is  on  the  College 
Panhellenics  Committee  and  serves  as 
an  area  college  Panhellenic  advisor  for 
Arizona,  New  Mexico,  and  Colorado. 
Any  college  Panhellenic  Council  in 
those  three  states  may  contact  her  for 
assistance  and  answers.  Jorgensen  also 
serves  on  the  Long-Range  Planning 
Committee. 

When  not  busy  with  NPC,  Norma 
Jorgensen  enjoys  relaxing  at  home  in 
Paradise  Valley,  Ariz.,  going  to  the  bal¬ 
let,  reading  mystery  books,  and  travel¬ 
ing.  Where  does  she  travel?  To  visit  her 
daughter,  her  son,  and  her  grandchildren. 

Former  Grand  Council  member  Carol 
Stenberg  McPadden,  Lambda/Vermont, 
now  serves  Theta  as  the  second  alternate 
NPC  delegate.  “When  Lissa  asked  me  to 
take  the  position,”  McPadden  relates,  “I 
immediately  agreed.” 

McPadden's  past  experiences  with 
Theta  include  her  work  as  a  college 
regional  director  from  1988-92,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  two  terms  as  vice-president 
college  from  1992-96.  Her  fondest 
Theta  memories  include  conducting  ini¬ 
tiation  ceremonies  and  installing  new 
chapters.  “Helping  to  install  new  chap¬ 
ters  is  quite  inspiring,  because  it  keeps 
you  in  touch  with  the  future.” 


Her  work  for  NPC  is  also  inspiring, 
McPadden  says,  because  the  organiza¬ 
tion  sheds  light  on  the  issues  affecting 
college  campuses  today  and  establishes 
programming  to  help  keep  the  Greek 
community  strong  and  thriving.  It  is  a 
collaborative  effort. 

“The  Greek  system  is  facing  many 
crises  today,  and  it's  essential  to  keep 
the  system  vital  by  getting  out  the  posi¬ 
tive  word  about  Greeks,”  says 
McPadden.  “Greeks  are  finally  begin¬ 
ning  to  realize  that  all  of  our  groups  are 
suffering  from  the  same  problems,  and 
to  be  most  effective  in  solving  those 
problems,  it's  essential  that  we  resolve 
them  together.” 

According  to  McPadden,  this  idealo- 
gy  is  instrumental  to  the  continuing  suc¬ 
cess  of  NPC.  “Only  through  unity  will 
Greeks  remain  a  vital  force  on  college 
campuses  today.” 

As  second  alternate  delegate, 
McPadden  serves  on  the  College 
Panhellenics  Committee  and  is  an  area 
advisor  for  Northern  California.  By  also 
volunteering  on  the  Academic  Excellence 
Committee  and  the  Publications 
Committee,  she  works  to  promote  Greek 
life  to  future  college  women  in  an  effort 
to  increase  rush  numbers. 

In  her  spare  time,  McPadden  enjoys 
spending  time  with  her  three  sons,  her 
Theta  daughter,  and  her  seven  grand¬ 
children.  Her  hobbies  include  gardening, 
hiking,  traveling,  and  swimming.  And 
when  she's  not  swimming,  she's  surfing 
...  surfing  the  World  Wide  Web,  that  is! 

Her  work  with  NPC  is  challenging 
and  time  consuming,  McPadden  says, 
but  also  rewarding  and  worthwhile. 

Amy  Hayner  Kates,  Alpha 
Phi/Newcomb-Tulane,  was  recently 
appointed  third  alternate  NPC  delegate. 
“The  panhellenic  perspective  is  a  new 
one  for  me,”  says  Kates.  “I’m  excited 
by  the  potential  this  position  offers.” 

Although  she  is  new  to  NPC,  Kates 
has  held  a  variety  of  positions  within 
Theta.  She  served  as  a  chapter  concul- 
tant,  as  chairman  of  the  advisory  boards 
for  Nu  Chapter  at  Hanover  and  Alpha 
Phi  Chapter  at  Newcomb-Tulane,  and  as 
a  college  district  president.  She  says  she 
first  realized  that  impact  that  the 
Fraternity  has  on  its  members  when  she 
was  an  advisory  board  chairman.  “One 
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A/ Vermont 
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of  the  girls  had  a  pretty  serious  problem, 
and  we  had  to  put  her  on  probation,” 
Kates  explains.  “She  came  to  me  later 
and  said  that  we  had  helped  her  turn  her 
life  around.” 

Kates  sees  NPC  as  playing  a  similar¬ 
ly  crucial  role  in  the  life  of  the  Greek 
world.  “We’re  fighting  for  the  survival 
of  the  Greek  system.  Alcohol  and  haz¬ 
ing  will  do  us  all  in  if  we  can’t  as  a 


whole  get  a  handle  on  it.” 

As  part  of  her  duties  as  Theta’s 
newest  alternate  NPC  delegate,  Kates 
serves  on  the  Alumnae  Panhellenics 
Committee  and  is  an  area  advisor  for 
Louisiana.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Research  Committee. 

In  addition  to  her  work  with  NPC, 
Kates  also  enjoys  her  work  as  a 
Jazzercise  instructor.  She  describes  her¬ 


self  as  a  physical  fitness  buff  who  also 
enjoys  reading  and  cross-stitching. 

As  Theta’s  delegation  to  NPC, 
Jorgensen,  McPadden,  and  Kates  are 
enthusiastic  about  contributing  their 
experience  and  leadership  skills  to  an 
organization  that  serves  all  Greek 
women.  They  are  looking  forward  to  the 
next  biennium  as  a  time  of  exciting 
challenges  and  opportunities.  ■

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Integrity:  A  Crucial  Part  of  the  Educational  Process 


What  comes  to  mind  when  you 
hear  the  word  integrity?  Do 
you  think  of  a  person  you 
know  or — more  generally — of  the  quali¬ 
ties  of  character  associated  with  a  per¬ 
son  of  integrity? 

Warren  Bennis,  in  his  book  On 
Becoming  a  Leader,  cites  integrity  as 
one  of  the  most  valued  characteristics  of 
a  leader.  Webster  defines  integrity  as 
implying  a  soundness  of  moral  character 
that  cannot  be  corrupted.” 

You’ve  probably  thought  of  integrity 
as  synonymous  with  honesty  and  sincer¬ 
ity,  and  these  may  be  highly  valued 
qualities  that  you  have  found  in  friends 
and  sisters. 

Integrity  is  part  of  every  decision  you 
make,  every  deed,  all  of  your  personal 
interactions,  and  an  important  part  of 
your  educational  process.  How  honest 
you  are  with  yourself,  your  relation¬ 
ships,  your  budgeting,  your  commit¬ 
ments,  and  your  course  work  all  provide 
clues  to  the  value  you  put  on  integrity. 

Behaviors  associated  with  education 
and  integrity  fall  into  the  specific  area 
of  academic  integrity.  Because  many 
college  students  are  unaware  of  the 
issues  around  academic  integrity  and  the 
serious  consequences  of  behaviors  that 
do  not  reflect  academic  integrity,  this 
article  will  attempt  to  stimulate  some 
thought-provoking  individual  reflection 
and  challenging  chapter  discussion. 

Academic  integrity  has  become  a 
very  hot  topic  in  higher  education  today, 
and  Greeks  have  not  fared  will  in  recent 
research  on  academic  integrity.  Donald 
McCabe  and  William  Bowers  examined 
and  compared  the  self-reported  cheating 
behaviors  of  fraternity  and  non-fratemi- 
ty  members  at  10  medium  to  large  state 
university  campuses  across  the  country. 
They  found  that  there  was  a  significant 
increase  in  the  number  of  women  who 
admitted  to  cheating  between  1963  (59 
percent)  and  1993  (70  percent).  They 
also  found  that  “...  there  is  significantly 
more  cheating  among  those  who  belong 
to  either  a  fraternity  or  sorority  than 
there  is  among  non-members.”  (NASPA 
Journal,  Summer  1996)

As  a  result  of  these  findings,  it  is 
incumbent  on  all  Greeks  to  increase 
their  knowledge  about  all  aspects 
of  academic  integrity:  what  it 
is,  why  it  is  important  to 
each  student  at  an  insti¬ 
tution  of  higher  learning, 
and  what  consequences 
may  follow  acts  of  acad¬ 
emic  dishonesty. 

It  is  critical  to  realize 
that  academic  integrity  is 
equally  as  important  to 
the  student  as  it  is  to  the 
institution,  because  your 
degree  will  be  enhanced  or 
degraded  relative  to  the  reputation 
of  your  university.  And,  conversely, 
your  education  is  valuable  to  you  and 
your  future  only  in  so  far  as  your  actual 
learning  has  taken  place.  Furthermore, 
you  academic  record,  coupled  with  your 
practice  of  academic  integrity,  provides 
a  foundation  for  the  professional  integ¬ 
rity  you  will  practice  throughout  your 
lifetime. 

For  a  moment,  think  of  the  conse¬ 
quences  to  you  and  our  society  as  inad¬ 
equately  trained  (educated)  individuals 
provide  services  to  our  population. 

Would  you  want  your  son  or  daughter 
to  be  taught  by  someone  who  does  not 
know  the  subject  matter? 

Would  you  want  a  physician  who  did 
not  adequately  learn  anatomy  to  per¬ 
form  surgery  on  you? 

Will  you  be  able  to  keep  that  first  Job 
out  of  college  or  excel  at  the  academic 
rigors  of  graduate  studies  if  you  do  not 
know  the  material  that  is  expected  from 
your  coursework  and  documented  on 
your  transcript? 

Academic  dishonesty  is  usually  asso¬ 
ciated  with  using  “external  assistance” 
during  an  exam,  illegally  obtaining 
exams  before  the  test  day,  removing 
your  exam  from  the  test  room  and 
claiming  that  the  professor  must  have 
lost  it,  fabricating  and  falsifying  materi¬ 
als,  plagiarizing,  ghost  writing,  and  sub¬ 
mitting  the  same  paper  in  two  courses. 

All  of  us  probably  know  of  someone 
who  has  succumbed  to  the  temptations  of 
these  acts  of  academic  dishonesty,  and  if 
that  is  so,  we  must  be  ever  so  vigilant  in 
the  prevention  of  these  behaviors. 

The  University  of  Southern 
California  is  initiating  an  Integrity 


Campaign  as  one  important  element  of 
their  Building  on  Excellence  program. 
Many  of  the  ideas  in  this  article 
have  been  taken  from  those 
materials.  I  hope  that  after 
you  read  this,  you  will 
reflect  on  and  enhance 
your  own  Journey  of 
academic  and  personal 
integrity. 

Here  are  some  behav¬ 
iors  that  reflect  academic 
integrity  (and  your  intelli¬ 
gence  and  talent!). 

O  Prepare  for  your  class¬ 
es,  assignments,  and  exams  in 
a  timely  manner. 

©  Before  deadlines  and  due  dates,  seek 
out  your  professors  at  office  hours  if  you 
have  any  questions  about  the  syllabus. 

©  Attend  class  regularly  and  partici¬ 
pate  in  class  discussions. 

O  Document  your  sources — whether  a 
direct  quotation,  electronic  source,  or  a 
paraphrase  of  ideas — in  every  assignment. 

©  During  exams,  sit  away  from  any¬ 
one  else  with  at  least  on  empty  desk 
surrounding  you  on  every  side. 

©  Write  and  submit  your  own  work 
unless  you  are  working  on  a  group  pro¬ 
ject  and  collaboration  is  authorized  by 
the  professor. 

©  Get  written  instructor  permission 
well  in  advance  from  both  professors  if 
you  plan  to  submit  the  same  original 
paper  for  course  credit  in  two  courses. 

©  Keep  all  of  your  notes,  outlines, 
and  rough  drafts — anything  that  would 
prove  that  your  paper  is  your  original 
work — in  case  you  are  ever  questioned. 

©  Be  familiar  with  the  honor  code  of 
your  institution  so  that  you  are  knowl¬ 
edgeable  about  the  consequences  for 
acts  of  academic  dishonesty. 

CD  Know  the  professor’s  policy  for 
make-up  exams  or  assignments  before 
you  need  to  make  a  request.

enopause  occurs  before  the 
age  of  55  in  95  percent  of 
women.  The  female  life 
expectancy  has  increased.  Therefore,  a 
woman  who  reaches  menopause  at  50 
years  of  age  can  expect  to  live  another 
30  to  35  years  and  thus  will  live  almost 
one-third  of  her  life  after  menopause. 
This  raises  concerns  within  the  medical 
field  regarding  appropriate  treatment  for 
this  growing  population  and  has  stirred 
an  ongoing  controversy  over  hormone 
replacement  therapy  (HRT).  Although 
the  benefits  of  HRT  are  manifold,  the 
unresolved  questions  within  the  scientif¬ 
ic  community  concerning  HRT  and  the 
possible  risk  of  breast  cancer  leave  many 
women  reluctant  to  seek  treatment. 

The  consideration  of  any  medical 
choice  deserves  wise  deliberation  and 
caution.  In  order  to  make  the  best  per¬ 
sonal  decision,  it  is  important  to  under¬ 
stand  the  benefits  and  potential  risks 
involved.  It  is  equally  crucial  to  assess 
one’s  lifestyle  and  family  medical  his¬ 
tory  to  determine  whether  one  is  a  good 
or  poor  candidate  for  treatment.

Today,  many  physicians  feel  that  the 
benefits  of  HRT  far  outweigh  any  poten¬ 
tial  risk  and  recommend  the  treatment 
for  all  of  their  postmenopausal  patients. 
Despite  these  recommendations,  studies 
show  that  many  women  are  still  opting 
out  of  treatment.  This  article  attempts  to 
outline  the  effects  of  menopause,  as  well 
as  the  risks  and  benefits  of  HRT.  It  will 
also  aid  the  reader  in  defining  her  own 
risk  for  osteoporosis,  heart  disease,  and 
breast  cancer.  It  is  my  intention  to  help 
the  reader  make  an  informed  health 
decision  by  incorporating  this  knowl¬ 
edge  with  her  own  concerns  and  opin¬ 
ions  and  the  advice  of  her  physician. 

What  are  the  effects  of 

MENOPAUSE  AND  HOW  DOES 
HORMONE  REPLACEMENT  THERAPY 
HELP? 

At  menopause,  the  ovaries  stop  pro¬ 
ducing  the  hormone  estrogen.  The 
resulting  estrogen  deficiency  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  many  of  the  problems  faced  by 
postmenopausal  women.  HRT  can  make 
life  after  menopause  more  bearable  by 
preventing  the  following  symptoms 
often  associated  with  menopause. 

Osteoporosis.  Bone  demineraliza¬ 
tion  is  a  natural  process  of  aging.  When 
bone  density  falls  below  a  threshold 
level,  bone  fractures  are  almost 
inevitable.  Bone  density  decreases  at  a 
rate  of  two  percent  per  year  in  post¬ 
menopausal  women  compared  to  one- 
half  percent  per  year  in  premenopausal 
women.  However,  if  estrogen  replace¬ 


ment  is  initiated  before  or  at  the  onset  of 
menopause,  bone  density  will  remain  at 
premenopausal  levels,  thus  preventing 
osteoporosis. 

Alternatives.  Bisphosphonates  (e.g., 
etidronate,  clodronate)  are  now  consid¬ 
ered  the  primary  alternative  to  HRT  in 
women  with  postmenopausal  osteoporo¬ 
sis.  Calcium  supplementation  is  helpful 
for  menopausal  women,  but  it  is  not 
nearly  as  effective  as  estrogen.  Weight¬ 
bearing  exercise  is  also  an  important 
means  of  increasing  bone  density. 

Cardiovascular  Effects.  One  of 
the  more  disturbing  changes  associated 
with  menopause  is  increased  total  cho¬ 
lesterol.  This  increase  in  cholesterol 
places  an  individual  at  risk  for  heart  dis¬ 
ease.  Studies  indicate  that  women  treat¬ 
ed  with  estrogen  replacement  therapy 
have  a  lower  incidence  of  heart  attack 
and  stroke.  It  is  important  to  note  that 
smoking  reduces  the  beneficial  effects 
of  HRT  on  the  heart. 

Alternatives.  A  diet  low  in  fat  and 
cholesterol  will  reduce  the  risk  for  car¬ 
diovascular  problems.  Furthermore, 
weight  loss  and  aerobic  exercise  will 
actually  reverse  previous  damage  to 
blood  vessels.  Smoking  puts  an  individ¬ 
ual  at  risk  for  countless  diseases,  includ¬ 
ing  heart  disease,  and  should  undoubt¬ 
edly  be  stopped. 

Hot  flashes.  “Hot  flashes”  are  usu¬ 
ally  the  first  sign  of  ovarian  failure  and 
are  accompanied  by  changes  in  the 
length  and  frequency  of  menstruation. 
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HRT

They  can  occur  several  years 
before  actual  menopause.  Hot 
flashes  will  resolve  in  three  to 
six  weeks  with  hormone 
replacement;  they  will  usually 
resolve  in  two  to  three  years 
without  therapy. 

Alternatives.  There  are 
other  drugs  that  can  be  used  to 
treat  hot  flashes.  However,  they 
come  with  their  own  sets  of  side 
effects  and  will  not  completely 
eliminate  hot  flashes.  There  is 
also  some  anecdotal  evidence 
that  women  find  relief  from  hot 
flashes  with  vitamin  E. 

Sleep  Disturbances.  One  of 
the  debilitating  effects  of 
menopause  is  sleep  disturbance. 

The  time  required  to  fall  asleep  is 
longer,  and  the  time  spent  sleeping  is 
shorter.  Women  who  suffer  this  side 
effect  complain  that  it  leads  to  irritabili¬ 
ty  and  problems  with  concentration. 

HRT  relieves  these  problems  by  restor¬ 
ing  the  sleep  cycle  to  its  premenopausal 
state. 

Alternatives.  Relaxation  techniques 
and  camomile  tea  are  probably  the 
safest  alternatives.  There  are  many  med¬ 
ications  available  to  aid  sleep  distur¬ 
bances,  yet  many  are  habit-forming  and 
have  adverse  effects. 

Urogenital  Effects.  Reduced 
estrogen  levels  from  menopause  may 
cause  increased  urinary  frequency  and 
pain,  susceptibility  to  genital  infections, 
and  vaginal  dryness.  These  symptoms 
are  terribly  uncomfortable  and  can  dra¬ 
matically  affect  intimate  relationships. 
HRT  relieves  these  symptoms. 

Emotional  Effects.  With 
menopause,  many  women  experience 
emotional  changes,  including  depres¬ 
sion,  apathy,  and  tearfulness.  Although 
scientists  do  not  understand  the  mecha¬ 
nism,  these  symptoms  are  likely  caused 
by  estrogen  deficiency.  HRT  will  help 
alleviate  these  changes  in  disposition. 

Alternatives.  These  symptoms  will 
resolve  on  their  own  as  the  body  adjusts 
to  the  hormonal  changes.  When  the 
body  suddenly  stops  producing  estro¬ 
gen,  it  is  thrown  off  balance.  In  time,  it 
will  reestablish  equilibrium  under  the 
new  conditions.  In  the  meantime,  daily 
exercise  can  lift  the  spirits. 


Skin.  Hair,  and  Nail  Changes. 
With  declining  estrogen,  skin  and  nails 
tend  to  become  thin,  and  limited  hair 
loss  can  occur.  HRT  will  prevent  these 
changes,  as  well. 

Recent  studies  also  suggest  that  estro¬ 
gen  decreases  the  risk  of  developing 
Alzheimer’s  and  may  also  improve 
memory  and  cognition. 

Estrogen  works  by  interacting  with 
specific  receptors  distributed  throughout 
the  body,  including  the  brain.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  see  what  the  upcoming 
studies  on  this  topic  will  uncover. 

What  about  natural  forms  of 

ESTROGEN? 

There  are  “natural”  alternatives  to 
HRT — such  as  tofu  (soy  protein)  and 
ginseng — that  contain  a  plant  form  of 
estrogen.  This  plant  form  will  act  on  the 
same  receptors  in  the  body  as  the  human 
form  of  estrogen.  Therefore  it  will  have 
many  of  the  beneficial  effects  mentioned 
above.  However,  the  plant  form  of  estro¬ 
gen  is  much  less  potent  than  the  estro¬ 
gen  prescribed  by  a  doctor,  and  there¬ 
fore  the  benefits  will  not  be  as  complete. 
Furthermore,  the  concentration  of  the 
plant  form  of  the  hormone  may  vary 
greatly  depending  on  the  source,  which 
means  erratic  dosing. 

What  about  the  negative 
EFFECTS  OF  HRT? 

Unfortunately,  the  debate  surrounding 
HRT  and  an  increased  risk  for  breast  can¬ 
cer  still  remains  controversial,  with  stud¬ 
ies  supporting  both  sides.  However,  it  has 
been  shown  that  progesterone  adminis¬ 
tered  with  estrogen  will  help  limit  the 


increased  risk.  It  is  also  known 
that  estrogen,  when  given  alone, 
can  increase  the  risk  of 
endometriosis.  However,  it  is 
believed  to  actually  decrease 
the  risk  of  endometriosis  and 
colon  cancer  when  administered 
with  progesterone. 

It  is  also  a  necessary  evil 
that  women  on  HRT  continue 
to  menstruate.  This  is  unfortu¬ 
nate  and  inconvenient,  but  for 
many  women  it  is  a  reasonable 
exchange  for  better  health. 
Many  women  are  not  aware 
that  HRT  has  fewer  risks  and 
side  effects  than  oral  contracep¬ 
tives.  (These  treatments  are 
essentially  the  same,  except 
that  oral  contraceptives  contain 
a  higher  dose  of  estrogen.  The  higher 
dose  is  necessary  to  prevent  ovulation 
and  thus  pregnancy.)  Only  physiologic 
doses  of  estrogen  are  used  in  HRT.  This 
means  that  each  patient’s  body  receives 
the  amount  of  estrogen  that  it  was  previ¬ 
ously  producing  on  its  own. 

Who  would  be  a  good 
CANDIDATE  FOR  HRT? 

The  ideal  candidate  for  HRT  is  some¬ 
one  who  is  at  an  increased  risk  for 
osteoporosis  and  heart  disease  and  at  a 
lower  risk  for  developing  breast  cancer. 
The  poor  candidate  for  HRT  is  someone 
who  has  little  risk  for  osteoporosis  and 
heart  disease  but  has  already  had  breast 
cancer  or  is  at  an  extremely  high  risk  for 
it.  Most  of  us  fall  somewhere  in 
between  these  two  extremes. 

When  assessing  her  own  risk,  it  is 
important  for  a  patient  to  consider  family 
medical  history  and  lifestyle.  Patients  at 
a  higher  risk  for  developing  osteoporosis 
may  have  some  of  all  of  the  following 
characteristics:  thinness,  Caucasian 
ancestry,  lack  of  weight-bearing  exer¬ 
cise,  and  a  family  history  of  osteoporo¬ 
sis.  Women  with  the  highest  risk  for 
developing  heart  disease  may  have  some 
of  all  of  the  following  characteristics: 
family  history  of  heart  disease,  high  cho¬ 
lesterol,  obesity,  a  poor  diet,  no  exercise, 
and  a  history  of  smoking. 

In  making  decisions  about 
menopause  treatment,  patients  should 
consider  the  facts  about  HRT  and  exam¬ 
ine  their  personal  risk  factors.  It  is 
important  to  remember  that  almost  all 
medical  choices  require  balancing  risk 
and  benefit.  ■ 
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My  Life  on  Wild 

In  April  1994, 1  lost  my  job  very  sud¬ 
denly.  By  August  24  (my  fifty-sev¬ 
enth  birthday),  I  had  made  a  serious 
dent  in  my  savings  by  trying  to  maintain 
a  lifestyle  based  on  my  former  income 
level  while  I  looked  for  another  job. 
Something  had  to  change,  and  fast. 

I  decided  to  move  to  some  land  I 
owned  in  the  ‘‘boondocks.”  I  had  pur¬ 
chased  it  for  my  retirement  or  as  a  fall¬ 
back  for  a  rainy  day.  It  seemed  as  if  that 
rainy  day  had  arrived!  I  had  a  major 
garage  sale,  hauled  the  rest  of  my  worldly 
possessions  into  the  foothills,  unpacked 
them  in  a  mobile  home,  and  started  what 
I  refer  to  as  The  Squatter  Years. 

I  live  in  a  remote  location  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  US  Postal  Service  or  Pacific 
Bell.  My  place  on  Wild  Pig  Ridge  is  one 
acre  surrounded  by  thousands  of  acres  of 
Mendocino  National  Forest.  It  is  on  the 
eastern  slope  of  the  California  Coastal 
Range,  facing  the  Sierra  Mountains. 

More  than  100  stately  blue  oaks  grow  on 
my  property,  along  with  more  varieties 
of  wildflowers  than  I  can  count.  My 
place  has  peace,  serenity,  and  breathtak¬ 
ing  views  of  natural  beauty. 

It  also  has  no  electricity  or  running 
water,  which  means  lots  of  candles  and 
batteries.  It  also  means  backbreaking 
labor,  such  as  chopping  wood  and  haul¬ 
ing  water.  In  addition  to  my  mobile 
home,  I  have  a  tiny  travel  trailer,  which 
uses  propane  to  provide  heat  and  has  a 
stove,  a  refrigerator,  and  a  toilet.  I  bring 
five-gallon  jugs  of  water  and  the 
propane  up  from  the  nearest  town,  a  50- 
mile  trip. 

This  gives  the  term  simpler  life  an 
all-new  meaning.  Survival  got  down  to 
the  basics  of  food  and  shelter  very 
quickly.  My  first  winter  here  was  one  of 
record-breaking  storms  and  floods,  with 
gale-force  winds  and  snow.  The  rain 
started  the  day  I  unpacked  the  last  box 
and  lasted  till  the  early  wildflowers  had 
bloomed  and  died.  It  was  the  longest 
and  most  physically  demanding  winter 
of  my  life. 

For  life’s  absolute  essentials,  I  use  my 
savings,  barter  whenever  possible,  and 
work  at  minimum-wage  odd  jobs  that 
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occasionally  present 
themselves.  Suipris- 
ingly,  I  found  selling  hot 
dogs  at  the  fairgrounds 
more  fulfilling  than 
some  of  the  work  I  did 
before  I  moved  here.  To 
manage,  I  practice  this 
sage  advice  bequeathed 
to  me  by  my  parents, 
who  survived  the  Great 
Depression.  “Use  it  up, 
wear  it  out,  make  it  do, 
do  without.” 

My  body  has  fallen 
into  its  own  rhythms.  I 
sleep  when  I  am  tired 
and  eat  when  I  am  hun¬ 
gry.  If  1  feel  energetic,  I 
tackle  a  big,  demanding 
task.  If  I  feel  tired,  1  can 
kick  back  and  relax.  1 
have  accomplished  amazing  things  in 
small  increments.  For  example,  I  built  a 
really  beautiful  driveway,  one  rock  at  a 
time.  I  cut  brush  one  bush  at  a  time  and 
clear  land  one  log  at  a  time.  After  one  year, 
visitors  said  my  place  looked  like  a  park. 

I  am  finally  catching  up  on  my  read¬ 
ing.  I  write  letters.  I  knit  afghans  for  all 
my  children  and  friends.  I  am  in  touch 
with  nature  more  closely  than  I  had  ever 
imagined  possible.  I  go  for  long  hikes 
in  all  kinds  of  weather,  play  with  the 
dog  and  cat,  plant  flowers,  work  on  my 
magical  maze.  I  meditate.  I  sleep.  I  sit. 

I  see  every  sunrise  and  every  sunset. 


watch  the  moon  and  stars,  listen  to  the 
wind,  feel  the  rain  on  my  face.  I  have 
learned  to  read  the  signs  of  animal 
behavior,  cloud  formation,  and  nature’s 
sounds  and  smells.  I  rarely  look  at  a 
clock  or  a  thermometer. 

I  studied  Taoism  and  read,  “Before 
enlightenment,  haul  water,  chop  wood. 
After  enlightenment,  haul  water,  chop 
wood.”  This  has  proven  to  be  true.  This 
summer,  I  had  my  sixtieth  birthday.  I 
plan  to  have  a  well  dug  and  electricity 
brought  in.  In  many  ways,  however,  I 
will  miss  the  simple  life  I  have  had  for 
the  past  three  years.  ■

NIC/NPC  Research  Initiative 

Study  Reveals  Greeks  Contribute  Positively  to  Community  Involvement 


H  Study  conducted  by  the 
Center  for  Advanced 
Social  Research  at  the 
University  of  Missouri 

_ showed  that  men  and 

women  who  join  fraternities  and 
sororities  while  in  college  are 
more  likely  to  be  active  in  civic 
affairs  during  adulthood.  This 
involvement  is  referred  to  as 
social  capital,  a  term  often  applied 
as  a  measure  of  social  participa¬ 
tion.  For  example,  the  survey 
revealed  that  Greek-affiliated  men 
and  women  are  significantly  more 
active  in  their  religious  and  neigh¬ 
borhood  organizations  and  show 
stronger  financial  support  for  non¬ 
profit  organizations  than  do  non- 
Greek  alumni. 

To  impartially  assess  the  impact 
of  fraternity  and  sorority  member¬ 
ship  on  college  and  university 
graduates,  the  Research  Initiative 
included  the  surveying  of  more 
than  2,200  Greek  and  non-Greek 
alumni  from  10  schools  across  the 
United  States.  Half  of  the  pool  of 
alumni  were  non-Greek  affiliated; 
one-quarter  were  sorority  mem¬ 
bers,  and  one  quarter  were  fraterni¬ 


ty  members.  The  target  years  were 
1965,  1975,  1985,  1990,  and  1994. 

The  survey  was  Jointly  com¬ 
missioned  by  the  National 
Panhellenic  Conference,  which 
represents  26  women’s  groups, 
and  the  National  Interfratemity 
Conference,  which  represents  63 
men’s  groups. 

The  long-term  goal  of  the 
Research  Initiative  Committee  is 
to  answer  questions  that  will  be 
raised  from  this  study.  The 
Research  Initiative  is  the  first 
comprehensive  study  that  has 
been  done  about  Greek-affiliated 
alumni,  and  the  results  have 
shown  that  fraternities  and  sorori¬ 
ties  are  continuing  to  positively 
impact  the  lives  of  members  in 
college  and  after  graduation. 

The  year-long  study  was  con¬ 
ducted  by  Dr.  Esther  Thorson, 
director  of  the  Center  for 
Advanced  Social  Research.  The 
nationally  known  center  has  con¬ 
ducted  studies  for  many  groups, 
from  state  highway  departments  to 
nationwide  medical  organizations. 
The  study  has  a  margin  of  error  of 
plus  or  minus  five  percent. 


fcllislirwcl: 

★  Greek-affiliated  students  are  more  likely  to 
participate  in  extracurricular  activities  than  non- 
Greek  students. 

★  Greek-affiliated  women  were  more  satisfied 
with  the  social  and  cultural  aspects  of  their  col¬ 
lege  experience  than  were  non-Greek  alumni. 

★  Greek-affiliated  alumni  said  there  was  a 
greater  match  between  what  they  studied  in  col¬ 
lege  and  their  first  job,  when  compared  with  non- 
affiliated  alumni. 

★  Greek-affiliated  women  and  non-Greeks 
were  more  satisfied  with  their  college  academic 
performance  than  Greek-affiliated  men.  Greek- 
affiliated  women  were  very  satisfied  with  the 
relationship  they  had  with  faculty,  counselors, 
and  university  administrators. 

★  Membership  in  a  fraternity  or  sorority
